IN DRAMATIC EXIT 

Angered because his motion to 
accept the resignation of Rob- 
ert Michelson as Director of 
Urban Renewal had not been 
seconded’ by any other member 
of the Wilmington Housing Au- 
shority, Tuesday evening, Alan 
Fenton, of Fairmeadow Road 
stalked out of the meeting. 

Fenton, the State Appointed 
member of the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority left the author- 
ity members without a quorum, 
as the result of his quitting 
the meeting which was in the 
Town Hall. William Agreeable 
Smith had to call on member 
Emest B. Rice, who was absent 
from the meeting, to make a 
sudden trip to the Town Hall, 
and thus provide a quorum, 
Fenton had apparantly expect~ 
ed WIA member Frank McLean of 
Salem Street to second the mo- 
tion to accept Michelson’ s re- 
signation, but McLean said 
nothing, and after 20 minutes 
had elapsed without any action 
on the motion Chairman William 
Agreeable Snith moved that it 
be tabled. It was at this m- 
ment that Fenton walked out, 
saying in effect ‘ That's the 
way you call it’ and ‘You’ ve 
had it!’ or ‘You have itl’ 

Listeners were not sure of 
his last phrase. 

Fenton’ s dramatic walk-out 
occured shortly after the WHA 
had finished an executive ses- 
Sion with the Selectmen, in 
what was described by one sel- 
ectman as a ‘Peace and Harmony 
Meeting’ 

The Selectmen told the WHA 
that they should replace Ken- 
neth Neagle, member, who is 
now employed in Virginia. 

Fenton’ s not being seconded 
has been interpreted as a de- 
sire of the members of the WHA 
for harmony, and a further de- 
sire to retain Mr. Michelson 
in his present position as 
Director of the Urban Renewal, 
for which a mandatory report 
must be prepared within one 
month.

LET THE DUST SETTLE FIRST 

Tonight the Wilmington Community Fund (wnich 
is in a large sense the people of Wilmington, 
since all contributors are members, and have 
the right to vote) is to decide on the question 
of whether or not it should join with the Great 
er Lowell United Fund, Inc. The Board of Dir- 
ectors have called for a meeting to decide this 
qiestion, and they want it decided immediately 

Why the haste? 

We have no objection to having the arguments 
presented, but we think that we should then sit 
back for a year, and think over the problem. 
The scope of the proposition is too large to be 
decided in one evening. There are many factors 
which will not be readily apparent, but which 
will appeer after a little mature thinking and 
reflection. 

Let us present a few thoughts. 

Lowell is a boom town. It has a boom and 
bust manner of living. It is a one industry 
tom, which has tried, not too successfully, to 
diversify. It would appear that the period of 
greatest prosperity of Lowell is now a page of 
history." 

If we should affiliate with Lowell our for- 
tunes, in so far as the Community Fund is con- 
cerned, would fluctuate with the fortunes of 
that city, and we cannot but note that more 
people are moving out of that city than are 
moving in.” 

Lowell is an accident of geography. Water- 
falls, in the days before power could be pro- 
vided by other means, made Lowell what it is.° 
But should Wilmington tie itself to an accident 
of Geography, particularly a dying accident? 

Much is made of the number of national organ 
izations and corporations who conduct their 
Wilmington business through offices in Lowell. 
We can name for instance the Boy Scouts, the 
Girl Scouts, the Red Cross, and the Telephone 
Company.’ The Lowell headquarters were decided, 
for these organizations, by Boards of Directors 
sitting in New York, or some other city, and 
without Reger to the fact that Wilmington,even 
if it is 10 miles from Lowell, faces in the 
other direction - towards Boston, 15 miles away 

To examine, for instance, the Boy Scouts. 
Not by its own choice, Wilmington is a part of 
the Greater Lowell Council. We are not detract- 
ing from the good work of that council, in this 
but we are pointing out that there are a few 
things that have not been said to date, and 
should be said.

The Greater Lowell Council is supported by the 
United Fund of Lowell, and because we are not 4 
part of the United Fund we are supposed to be 
supplicants by the wayside, in a manner of 
speaking. 

We do not know the population of "greater" 
Lowell but we would hazard that it well ex- 
ceeds 200,000, which means that there is one 
Boy Scout for every hundred or more persons in 
"greater" Lowell. 

But in Wilmington the ratio is one Boy Scout 
for less than every 50 people. 

In other words Wilmington is twice as active 
as the rest of "greater" Lowell, and it is sup- 
posed to somehow be ashamed of this. 

Perhaps the answer is to petition New York 
Headquarters to form a Greater Wilmington Coun- 
cil, instead. The Lowell Boy Scout Leaders are 
very nice people, and we don't like to see the 
United Fund of Lowell using them as a whipping 
dog. 

Then there is the telephone company. Some 
years ago, because of a decision which was pro- 
bably made in New York City, Lowell became re- 
gional headquarters for Wilmington.

was that we could call all the contiguous towns 
(Dracut for instance) free of charge. 

Our answer to that was published under the 
heading "Who Do You Know in Dracut?" 

We still don't know anyone in Dracut, but we 
know plenty of people who live towards Boston 
whom we would like to be able to call without 
paying extra tolls to the telephone company and 
Uncle Sam. 

And that vote contained a lot of Tewksbury 
numbers, ( part of the OLiver exchange). After 
it was all over, moreover, we heard Wilmington 
people say they didn't understand what they 
were voting for, they hadn't time to think. 

And we are now part of the "greater" Lowell 
telephone exchange, like it or not. 

There are arguments both pro and con concern 
ing our joining up with the United Fund. We are 
not too happy about our independent position, 
but that doesn't mean that we should necessari- 
ly join with Lowell. Some of our friends in 
Reading and Wakefield have expressed dissatis- 
faction about their affiliation with the Great- 
er Boston United Fund. Perhaps it might be in 
line at this moment to express the thought that 
there could be a Suburban United Fund, combin- 
ing the efforts of the three towns, and possi- 
bly North Reading, or Woburn, or some other 
place.

Most of our breadwinners work in Boston or 
its suburbs, better than 80% of them. It is to- 
wards Boston that the people of Wilmington face 
and we should resist the insidious attempts of 
well intentioned but ill informed people who 
try to further "tie" us to Lowell. 

We are told that if we join up with the Unit 
ed Fund of Lowell that we can have a permanent 
Director in their fund, and in the Budget Com- 
mittee. We are also told that the Pay Roll De- 
ductions of Wilmington people, in Boston, will 
count towards their credit, in the Lowell Fund. 
This would be by agreement by the Boston Fund, 
the Lowell Fund, and the Wilmington Fund. 

That is very good, perhaps, but it takes 
more than a discussion to prove it is good. 

But it is the Payroll Deduction Plan which 
lies at the bottom of this sudden emergency. 
People who work in Boston have part of their 
pay deducted for the United Fund. We know a 
insurance director .who has $30 a year de- 
ducted from his pay, and we know a laborer for 
an oil company who has $37 a year deducted. 

Lowell doesn't want Wilmington. Lowell wants 
AVCO. More specifically, the United Fund of 
Lowell wants to institute a Pay Roll Deduction 
Plan among the AVCO employees, 2400 strong and 
promising to increase in numbers. 

At $30 a year per employee the United Funé 
would collect $72,000. At $40 per employee it 
would collect $96,000. This would go a long way 
towards making up for the loss of population in 
that town. 

That is the plum the Lowell United Fund is 
angling for - and that is why they are so li- 
beral in their promises to the directors of the 
Wilmington Community Fund. 

Is it fair that a few people - perhaps there 
will be 200 at the meeting tonight - should 
vote a Pay Roll Deduction Plan onto the employ- 
ees of AVCO, before those employees have even 
had a chance to let the dust settle around 
their feet? 

We think it is distinctly unfair. We think 
the AVCO employees should perhaps be allowed to 
say a word about it, and have time to think it 
over first, before they are asked. 

We do not think that the people of Wilming- 
ton would be extending a very hearty welcome to 
the AVCO employees by saying to them, tonight - 
"ere is your Pay [Noll Deduction Plan!", even

READING TOWN COUNSEL 
ADVISED NUISANCE IS 
BEING ABATED 
In a letter to Town Counsel 
Carl E. Amon Jr., of Reading, 
The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health, Division of 
Sanitary Engineering has ad- 
vised that work towards abat- 
ing the odors which have 
caused a nuisance in Wilming- 
ton, Reading, Stoneham and Wo- 
burn, in past years, has been 

nearly finished.

Re: APC - Atmospheric Pollu- 
tion Arising in the City of 
Woburn. 

Dear Mr Amon: 

I regret that the Department 
of Public Health inadvertently 
neglected to inform you of the 
results of the public hearing, 
relative to atmospheric pollu- 
tion nuisance arising in the 
city of Woburn, held on May 23 
1958. 

The Department concluded 
that the evidence introduced 
at the hearing indicated that 
the odor complained of by the 
Residents of Wilmington, Read- 
ing and Stoneham resulted 
largely from the operation of 
reducing fish and fish wastes 
to saleable meal, oil, etc. 
The Department felt that the 
plans and programs outlined by 
said company at the hearing 
indicated that a very substan- 
tial reduction in the emission 
of odors from this plant 
should be accomplished in the 
summer of 1958. The Department 
further concluded, as a result 
of the hearing and as a result 


the activity of the Woburn 
Process Company and that no 
action be taken by the Depart- 
ment relative to this company 
except to confirm the under- 
standing concerning the com- 
pany’ s plans and programs for 
air pollution control. The De- 
partment has recently caused 
an investigation to be made of 
the status of this work and 
finds that it is substantially 
completed and that full com- 
pletion is anticipated in the 
very near futy.re. The Depart- 
ment, therefore, contemplates 
no further action in regard to 
this company except to make a 
final inspection of the com- 
pleted installation. It is the 
Department’ s opinion that the 
operation of the guipment now 
or to be installed should sub- 
stantially reduce emission of 
odorous materials from this 
plant. 

The Department is again send 
ing communications to the oth- 
er industries in the area from 
which odorous emissions are 
felt to occur requesting that 
the Department be advised pri- 
or to September 15, 1958 of 
the status of their plans, if 
any, for control of odorous 
emi ssions. 

I trust this letter answers 
the questiops you expressed in 
your letter of August 6, 1958. 
I regret any inconvenience 
which may have been caused by 
the failure to provide this 
information previously.

(fr Pr Pg) i: 
inspecting plans of land off 
Concord Street, but on the op- 
posite side of the proposed 
gravel pit. 

A letter was read from the 
Building Inspector, describing 
an interview with the operator 
of the Salem Street pit, dur- 
ing an inspection of the pit 
by Anderson, Mr. Anderson told 
the Selectmen that he had been 
ordered off the land, after he 
had taken pictures showing the 
present condition of the pit. 

He further quoted the opera- 
tor as threatening him with a 
$25,000 attachment on his home 
and saying further that he, 
the operator, wuld have $100, 
000 attachments put on each of 
the Selectmen’s home, naming 
Mrs. Wavie Drew in particular. 

Building Inspector Anderson 
further stated in his letter 
that the operator had declared 
that he would get an injunc- 
tion to prevent any town of~ 
ficial, including the police, 
from visiting the old gravel 
pit. 

Anderson declared in his let- 
ter that the gravel pit is now 
dug so low that it is ‘close 
to, if not below the spring 
water table’. 

Alarmed at the picture which 
had been drawn by themselves 
and the Building Inspector, the 
Selectmen voted to urge Tow 
Counsel Philip Buzzell to take 
action as quickly as possible. 


Other Pits 
The proposed pit off Concord 
Street is supposed to be owed 
by the firm of Campenelli & 
Cardi, contractors on Inter- 
state Highway 93. According to 
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Town Engineer George Maynard 
the contractors want to remove 
several eskers on the property 
which the Selectmen doubted 
were there, because of the 
swampy area shown on the tow 
‘map. 

Chairman Hagerty declared 
that he had been told there 
were ‘thousands of yards’ of 
gravel available, and wondered 
if the engineer with whom he 
had been talking could have 
meant North Reading. 

A remark was made that North 
Reading had closed a pit in 
that area, which led De Felice 
to declare that ‘two shovels 
are working there every day’ 


Hagerty spoke for the board 
when he asked ‘Where is the 
end of it - is every gravel 
pit to go on and on as the ow- 
ners buy new lots of land?’

The Selectmen’s meeting, Mon- 
day night, proceeded at a ra- 
Did pace, from 8 pm to 12:30am 
with Chairman Frank Hagerty 
presiding. It was one of the 
most business like meetings 
conducted in some years, a 
meeting of celerity and dis- 
patch. 

Board of Health 

A joint meeting with the 
Board of th was held to 
clarify policy on the issuing 
of licenses to food pedlars. 

The Health Board told the Sel 
ectmen that they had no choice 
in their issuance of licenses. 
Their only criteria was the 
cleanliness of the food trucks 
which are now peddling lunches 
in Wilmington. Three licenses 
(non transferrable) have been 
granted to the Mid ‘Tow Cater- 
ing Company of Winchester, two 
to Deb’s Canteen of Wilmington 
and one industrial license. 

Any restriction, or choice of 
licensees must come from the 
Board of Selectmen, the Sel- 
ectmen were told. 

The Selectmen have expressed 
a desire to restrict, if pos- 
sible, licenses to Wilmington 
residents, although they have 
not formally decided to do so. 

The AVCO restaurant is not 
yet in operation the Selectmen 
were told. About 1500 meals 
are being served there, out- 
side, on tables ‘like in a Pa- 
ris Cafe’. AVC) is striving to 
finish its lunch room facili- 
ties as soon as possible, 

Curbstone 

Messrs Frank Leavitt, Minot 
Anderson and Wilbur Stavely 
visited the Selectmen to dis- 
cuss the concrete curbing in 
front of the Methodist Church. 

The curbing, Anderson stated 
has been destroyed for about 
50% of its distance of 300 
feet. Of concrete it was orig- 
inally laid by the WPA in 1934 
The Selectmen agreed that the 
curbing should be replaced in 
front of the new church, but 
could not make a definite a- 
greement as to how to replace 
it. 

Town Manager Calabrese wanted 
to replace with new concrete, 
The forms used in 1934 are 
still in town, and can be used 
He estimated a cost of perhaps 
$300, and preferred this be- 
cause ofthe finances involved 
Calabrese believed he would 
have some definite figures 
shortly, after bids for im- 
provement of the Common are o- 
pen. 

Calabrese did not approve of 
a suggestion that granite be 
used for curbing, a proposal 
made by the Selectmen. De Fe- 
lice was in favor of granite, 
if possible, because of its 
everlastin) alities. 


Calabrese told the Selectmen 
that granite would probably 
cost $1400 to install, and it 
would further mean a ‘trans- 
fer’ from the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

‘I am against ‘transfers’ in 
principle’, Calabrese stated. 
‘It just adds to next years’ 
tax rate’. 

Selectman Charles Black, while 
agreeing with other Selectmen 
that 24 years of salt for nelt 
ing snow, and bumping of snow 
plows had done a lot of damage 
also felt that damage had been 
done by the contractor who had 
built the Methodist Church, 
when tractors and trucks were 
driven across the sidewalk. 
The sidewalk, Black explained, 
was protected by a heavy sand 
coating. 

Calabrese, it was decided, is 
to investigate costs further.

Tim and John Cronin, of the 
Cronin Brothers, gravel, visi- 
ted the board to see about ex- 
tending a pit in which they 
are working, along Andover St.

ident. The auto of such omer 
that continues to operate here 
becomes an outlaw on the ways 
of Mass, The owner or operator’ 
of such illegally registered 
motor vehicle becomes person- 
ally liable for all bodily in- 
juries and/or property damage 
resulting from the operation 
of such vehicle on the ways of 
Mass, apart from negligence. 
Furthermore he is unable to 
recover for either bodily in- 
jury or property damage--he is 
denied the right to sue for 
such injury or damage in the 
Qourts of this Commonweal th. 

It becomes apparent that any 
one coming from another state 
who obtains employment in Mass 
should immediately register 
his car in this Commonwealth. 
There is a Registry of Motor 
Vehicles Department office lo- 
cated on Route 28 in Lawrence. 
just over the Andover line. 
The personell of this office 
will be found to be very help- 
ful, and they will do every- 
thing in their power to assist 
you in registering your car 
and also in obtaining a Mass 
drivers license. 

Before a motor vehicle may 
be registered in Mass, you 
must obtain an application and 
a questionair form, both of 
which must be completed and 
signed by the true omer of 
the car. The application must 
be stamped by a Mass agent of 
the company insuring your car. 
Most insurance agents have a 
directory showing the name of 
the nearest agent representing 
your particular company. 

If your car has been insured 
elsewhere by a direct writing 
company (one that writes in- 
surance by salaried employees 
rather than agents or brokers) 
that does not write auto lia- 
bility insurance in Mass, you 
may have difficulty in getting 
a company stamp on your appli- 
cation from your present com- 
pany. In such event you may 
have to obtain new insurance 
from a company authorized to 
write Mass compulsory auto in- 
surance. 

The limits of liability re- 
quired by the Compulsory Law 
are only $5,000/$10,000 or 
bodily injury. Property damage 
coverage is not compulsory. 
The prudent auto owner should 
not be satisfied with these 
law limits. While the death 
statute limits the recovery 
for instantaneous death to 
$20,000, substantial awards 
have been made over and above 
that figure where death was 
not instantaneous--hence lim- 
its of $100,000/$100,900 and 
$5,000 on Property Damage 
should be considered.

WHS (Class of 1927) 
Ed Note: One sound reason for 
preserving the old Public Li- 
brary Building is to leave 
here at least one place by 
which old former residents may 
recognize the town. 

But, seriously, you mustn't 
judge a book entirely by its 
cover, not a library by the 
building in ich it is housed 
The literate citizens often 
compliment the Library on the 
book selection, and if you 
stepped inside you would now 
tice some progress from 1927, 
There is now running water, 
(cold only, but there is a 
hot water faucet), and the 
wood pile and woodburning pot~ 
bellied stove has been re- 
placed by a modern oils fure 
nace, The librarian no longer 
has to stoke the fire, The 
interior has been painted ate 
tractively, and there are two 
tables for children, 

Another addition which you 
could not observe from driving 
by is the excellent collection 
of records, Also the Library 
is open for many more hours 
per than in 1927, Then it 
was open only on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays, 2«5:30 and 6:30 
to 9, Now it is open five af- 
ternoons and three evenings a 
week. 

Admittedly there is a nostal 
gic feeling among some of the 
town fathers for preserving 
this example of quaint New 
England architecture (NOT 
OZARK), and @ horror of any- 
thing that would resemble a 
supermarket, During this p: 
year the State Bookmobile has 
been coming through Wilmington 
and in time the statistics 
should prove whether it will 


be better for Wilmington to 
extend its own Public Library 
service through purchase of a 
bookmobile or expansion of a 
central library. Another way 
of extending service is 
consolidation of services by 
several contiguous small 
towns for cataloguing, pure 
chases, interelibrary lending 
etc.

NORTH READING HAVING 
WATER SUPPLY TROUBLES 
The Town of North Reading 
which for years obtained its 
town water from the Wilmington 
Water Department, is experien- 
cing difficulty in finding ad- 

ditional water supplie. 

After years of search the No. 
Reading Water Department fi- 
nally found two sites, which 
together yield 750,000 gallons 
a day, but this is proving in- 
sufficiert, and the town has 
been on restrictec water sup- 
ply for some time, with use of 
water in gardens and on lawns 
prohibited, 

Geologists, engineers, gec~ 
physicists and well drilling 
crews are making an exhaustive 
study of the town in search of 
additional supplies, and a 
group of seismic engineers 
from the Weston observetory, 
trvined by the famed Father 
Linehan is testing areas in 
the Ipswich River basin, 

Two supplies have been found, 
but in each cose thy iron ccn- 
tent was too high. 

A recommendstion by the Board 
of Public Works for an addit- 
ional storage tank, made in 
the last annusl town mectire 
was turned down by the voters.

THE READING MUNICIPAL 
LIGHT DEPARTMENT IS HAPPY 
ABOUT AVCO' S ELECTRICAL 
DEMANDS 
The newest industrial custom- 
er of the Municipal Light De- 
partment of Reading, AVCO’s 
Research and Advanced Develop~- 
ment Laboratories on Lowell St 
in Wilmington have caused pre- 
dictions by the Light Company 
Manager, Gilbert W. Stanford 
that there will be a 15% in- 
crease in power sales by the 

utility. 

Three substations have been 
installed by the Reading Light 
Company, near building four, 
in the AVCO plant, and ty Dec- 


ember of this year the plant 
is expected to be consuming 


1,000,000 kilowatthours of e- 
lectricity. 

This demand is expected to be 
doubled before 1960, according 
to Mr. Stanford. 

The amount of energy to be 
used by AVCO is well above the 
entire demand for the Town of 
Wilmington at the present time 

The municipal Light Depart- 
ment of Reading considers the 
AVCO plant to be a highly de- 
sireable customer. The 14,000 


volt power being furnished is 
being supplied without the 
necessity of installing more 
power lines, as a result of 
the expansion program of the 
company, several years ago. 

After the disastrous exper- 
iences with hurricans, three 
years ago the Municipal Light 
Department installed an under- 
ground cable up Lowell Street 
to the Wildwood Street trans- 
former station, so as to en- 
sure a power supply to that 
point in Wilmington. A second 
power line has since been in- 
stalled, each of these lines 
are capable’of carrying 14,000 
volts. 

The only cost to the Reading 
Municipal Light Company, to 
bring power to the new AVCO 
plant was the cost of normal 
connections from the street to 
the plant, 

The Reading company installed 
hugh switch gear and trans- 
former equipment on the AVCO 
property, to service the new 
company, and its many needs 
through their laboratory. 

The greatest advantage, ac~- 
cording to Gilbert Stanford, 
of obtaining a customer like 


where a bridge is being 


AVCO is that the power demand 
aids to a great extent in 
broadening the base of opera- 
tions for the Reading power 


system, 

Stanford explained that for 
many years the Reading Light 
company had been geared to 
handle a demand that was re- 
sidential in nature, 

In order to serve such a de- 
mand the company had to be 
prepared for a peak load de- 
mand during the early evening 
hours, as the homes in the 
four towns ( Reading, North 
Reading, Lynnfield and Wil- 
mington). Televisions, lights 
and electric stoves make their 
peak demand during the even- 
ing hours, 

Reading buys its.power from 
the Edison Light Company of 
Boston, and must pay a rate 
which is geared to the highest 
demand, i.e. the evening hours 
As a result the electricity 
used during daylight hours 
costs mre, relatively speak- 
ing. 

It was for this reason - the 
peak demand hours being in the 
evening, that the Reading Mu-

nicipal Light Department, last 
year, installed timing devices 
on electric hot water tanks. 
The timing devices shut off 
the electricity during the 
hours of 4 pm and 8 pm, and 
thus reduce-the demand for 
electricity during the hours 
of peak load. 

AVCO’s big demand will be be- 
tween the hours of 8 am and 
4 pm, the very hours when the 
Reading Electric Light has its 
lowest demand. 

The AVCO demand can be easi- 
ly furnished with the present 
equipment of the Reading Com~ 
pany, and the net effect, 
Stanford says happily, is to 
‘tron out the peaks and val- 
leys of demand, making for 
more efficient operation of 
the entire system.’
